This time, wholly unabashed by a recent jail term for 
distributing anti-Semitic literature, the Nazi apologist 
made his appearance in a New York meeting launching 
a forum for German-Americans, where mourners of the 
defeated Third Reich may gather to exchange the time 
of Hitler's day and comfort each other about the sad 
state of the Fatherland. 

Unfortunately for Mertig, his meeting received some 
unfavorable publicity when Rep. John McDowell (Re- 
publican of Pennsylvania), of the House Un-American 
Activities Subcommittee, decided to attend the nostalgic 
little assembly. More unfortunately still, for Mertig, 
McDowell was so impressed by the "forum" that his 
sub-committee has decided to investigate the meeting 
and others like it. 

Mertig opened the meeting reporting that Germany 
to whom we have given considerable space in the past. 
Readers of "Prevent World War III" may recall that 
the notorious Yorkville leader and former buddy of 
Fritz Kuhn, was chairman of the "Citizens' Protective 
League," from whose platform he issued threats against 
the United States, and served as a loyal stooge for Ger- 
many. He is the same Kurt Mertig who headed up a 
recent drive to aid "good" Germans — ra relief drive 
which turned out to be a cautious camouflage for a re- 
vival of the German-American Bund. 

Whatever his faults, Herr Mertig cannot be accused 
of a lack of consistency or perseverance. Stubbornly, 
he clings to his idea of resuscitating the "Bund," and 
according to Rep. McDowell, this was the main theme 
of last month's "forum." Though the familiar trappings 
and stiff-armed salutes were absent, the "Bund" ideol- 
ogies were well- aired, and an ardent plea made for a 
"just peace in Germany," and the absolution of Nazism 
for the crimes committed in its name. 

Reported Representative McDowell: "What they are 
apparently trying to do is to make people believe that 
the slave laborers went voluntarily to Germany during 
the war to cash in on high wages and are now system* 
atically stripping the country" 

Mertig opened the meeting reporting that Germany 
is in a bad way due to these avaricious and merciless 
slave laborers who made good while "the real Germans 
were fighting at the front" In fine form and true to 
type, he took time out to underscore the rapacity of the 
U. S. occupation, terming President Truman "a bank- 
rupt haberdasher" and sprinkling his tirade with ref- 
erences to the strength of the "30 millions Americans 
of German descent" who would not stand by idly to 
witness the indignities inflicted on the German people. 
But Mertig's luck seems to be running a trifle thin these 
days. Time was when cards were rigorously inspected 
at "Bund" meetings and not everyone could get in. The 



recent laxity and goodwill towards the public will prob- 
ably result in a bad time for Mertig and friends before 
the Un-American Committee and may even have serious 
consequence for the entire movement — which goes to 
show that you can't be too careful if you want to be a 
successful and undisturbed Nazi in America today! 

"GREATER GERMANY CALLING 
FOR HELP" 

The most vicious breeding ground of rabid German 
nationalism has always been the German student corps. 
Long before Hitler appointed himself the shining knight 
of Germanism, the brawling, shouting, drinking pack 
of German petty nobility strutted about in their Corps 
uniforms, championing the cause of the Master Race. 
Americans, used to the perhaps foolish but usually quite 
harmless snobbism of college fraternities, have never 
been able to grasp the deadly arrogance of the German 
student Corps and its feudal habits of dueling and po- 
litical terror. However, it is time that Americans learned 
about them. For now, in the second year after the Ger- 
man defeat, these student corps have begun to organize 
in so intensely American a town as Cleveland, Ohio ! 

An "old boys* society" of the notorious Corps Branden- 
burgia is putting out a mimeographed pamphlet which 
concerns itself only to a very small degree with the 
stories of the "old boys," and concentrates more em- 
phatically on propaganda for the Fatherland. It is full 
of the traditional, sickening jargon of the Corps hier- 
archy, and full, also, of insolent invective against the 
Allies. Its motto, as quoted in its last issue by "Presi- 
dent" Wilhelm K. Von M. Ziechmann, is most signifi- 
cant and typical of Germany's attitude today. 

It is from the last stanza of Deutchland ueber Alles 
and reads: "lm Ungluck nun erst recht" (In Adversity, 
all the more so) . 

The pamphlet, neatly adorned with the Imperial Ger- 
man Reich colors in black, white, red, indulges in the fami- 
liar sharp criticism of Allied policy in the fallen Father- 
land. "It goes without saying" declared the Branden- 
burgia "that the deplorable conduct of the armies of 
occupation is one of utter revulsion and entirely without 
honor" Turning back the pages of history, the pamph- 
let coldly refers to American bombing raids over Ger- 
man territory as "unwarranted?* and dismisses any pos- 
sible reference to Germany's war guilt by pleading ten- 
derly for the "15 million dispossessed souls" — Germans 
who call for help from the death grip now clutching 
their throat. The matter of German land and repara- 
tions is of course neatly twisted and perverted so that 
one reads with amazement of "Greater Germany calling 
for help" against the tyranny of its conquerors. 

German Relief and German Rehabilitation form the 
main motif of this insidious little publication. But all 
this is fairly commonplace among the neo-Nazi litera- 
ture in America today. What is perhaps a little excep- 
tional, and certainly very startling is the poem, dedi- 
cated to the Fatherland. One verse sings with fervor 
and pride: "Then the bonds which span you now will 
break and drag along the floor" 

The bonds, the Brandenburgia makes sure its readers 
understand, are the insupportable bonds of defeat!

And so has been your "statement" as to your proposed stoppage of food

Mr* Ernest T. Weir, chairman of the National Steel Corporation of 
Pittsburgh, Pa., stated in his "Notes on a Trip to Europe" a few days 
ago: 

"There is universal agreement on the part of English business men 
that Germany must be rehabilitated and a great increase in pro - 
duction brought about by allowing the German people full liberty 
in the reconstruct ion of their oountry.

WILLIAM BRADY, Superintendent, 317 East $^th 
Street, New York City, advised that the subject is presently 
residing at this address. It was observed that the subject's 
name and that of the Citizens ^Protective League appears on the 
mailbox plate in the vestibule of the building. 

Mr. BRADY stated that the subject appears to be 
actively engaged in the work of the Citizens Protective League 
and that he has many visitors who attend jmeetings in the 
subject's apartment. He stated that he is not aware of the 
purpose of these meetings nor does he know anything about the 
League or the subject's activities. Be remarked that the 
subject impresses him .as being a .kindly and well-intentioned 
individual, and although .he appears friendly to the neighbors 
in a casual way^ he does .not associate with any of them. 

Dr. LOUIS B. FREIDERMAN, proprietor of the drug 
store at 102ij. Second Avenue, Hew York City, advised that he has 
known the subject for the past several years, and although he 
sees him occasionally in the neighborhood, he has had nothing 
to do with him in the past three years. Dr. PRBIDBRMAN 
explained that .it was about that time he became "fed up with 
the subject's persistent criticism of the political and 
military policies of the United States and particularly as these 
policies affected Germany during and after the last war. 

Dr. PREIDJERMAN stated he knew the subject is 
the Chairman of the Citizens Protective League, but he does not 
know in what activities the subject is presently engaged. He 
remarked that he feels, however, that the subject is in some 
kind of "racket" for he seems to have a constant flow of non- 
descript looking individuals, who appear to be Germans, visiting 
him at all times of the day and night. 

Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, 
who is well acquainted with many of the residents in this 
neighborhood, advised that he is not acquainted with the subject 
although he knows him by sight, the subject having been pointed 
out to him as .a "queer kind of guy" who was active in German 
affairs in this city during the last war. 
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The informant stated that he does not believe 
that the subject As engaged in any activities in the immediate 
neighborhood for he feels that if he were he would have heard 
of them* 

.Confidential Informant T-2., of known reliability, 
advised that the subject was very active just prior to and dur- 
ing the war years, and that during this period the subject 
engaged in disseminating propaganda through his writings and 
speeches which stamped him as a staunch German National 
Socialist* 

The informant stated that shortly after the war 
he occasionally heard of the subject's activities, most of 
which were directed toward criticism .of the political policies 
of the United States as concerned post-war Germany. The 
informant said, however, tiiat in the past few years he has 
been unaware ;of the subject's activities and does not recall 
the subject's name having been discussed* 

The informant described the subject as an egotist 
who fancied himself to be an important political figure particu- 
larly among the German Americans in this area. The informant 
said that his impression of the subject is that he is a "mental 
case" and believes this was the general impression most people 
had of the sUbjeot. 

Confidential Informant l'-3> of known reliability, 
who is well acquainted with German-Amerioan activities in the 
New York City ar.ea, advised that he knew of the subject's 
activities during and shortly after World War II. The informant 
stated that during that time the subject consistently sympathized 
with Germany and its course of action in the war and vehemently 
attacked the political and military policies of the United 
States. 

The informant described the subject as a "crack- 
pot" and "rabble rouser and stated that the subject's followers 
were composed of Individuals who were irresponsible and definitely 
not representative of the respectable German element in the New 
York City area. 

According to -this informant, the subject was 'at 
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^ that time acting in the capacity of a correspondent for "The 
$ff Broom, an East San Diego, California, publication, and other 
radical papers and was known to have personally distributed 
these papers through newspaper stands In the Yorkville Section 
V of New York City.

League, although it received a great deal of publicity in the 
war years j nevertheless was not considered to be an -important 
organization in German-American affairs in this area, and it 
was thought by many to be merely a "racket" for raising funds 
for the subject. 

The informant said he does not laiow of nor has he 
heard of the subject engaging in any activities in recent 
years., nor was he aware that the Citizens Protective League 
was active during this period. 

The subject's current activity with the Citizens 
Protective League is reflected in the following printed postal 
card which was addressed to the Honorable OLIVER J, SEMMES, .Jr. 
Mayor, Pensacola, KLorida, and signed by the subject as Chair- 
man of this league with the address 317 East 5t|.tb Street, New 
York 22, New York: 

"CALL FOR ACTION 

"Two years ago wo pleaded for ' open covenants 
openly arrived *t,' and urged that separate peace treaties be 
concluded at once with Germany and Austria. 

"We also asked that the discredited 'agreements' 
made at Casablance, Teheran, Yalta and Potsdam be scrapped and 
that the American people be informed of the up-to-now secret 
clauses of the North Atlantic Fact. 

"For over six years business has been stymied by 
the curse of inefficiency and secrecy of our administration's

HANS JAEGER, Restaurateur, 12^3 Lexington Avenue, 
New York City, advised that he Ixas known the subject for the 
past ten or more years. Be stated that his relations with the 
subject were strictly of a business nature. He recalled that 
his first acquaintance with the subject concerned a business 
transaction in which the sub ject, who was then active in the 
Independent Voters League, had arranged to use a meeting hall 
on one of the upper floors of the building at this address for 
meetings of the League. 

Mr. JAEGER related that he was obliged to t request 
the subject to discontinue using this meeting hall tihen it 
became evident that the subject was engaging in political 
activities *2hich JAEGER and other German Americans in the 
neighborhood considered to be unfavorable and against the 
Interest of this country* 
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Mr* JAEGER said that he has not seen the subject 
for several years and that when he next saw Mm he requested 
that he not frequent any of the meeting rooms In this building, 
nor did he want htm as & customer In ills restaurant* JBto 
described the subject *# an irresponsible person, a busybody 
and a troublemaker and believes that every respectable German 
American In this -neighborhood, which is included In the Yorkville 
Section of New Tork City, has the same feeling toward him. 

Confidential Informant T-ij., of known reliability, 
who is well known to .and to whom many of the people in the 
Yorlcville Section of New York City seek counsel, advised that 
he is not acquainted with the subjeot nor does he recall ever 
having heard his name. The informant stated that lie has not 
heard of anyone In this neighborhood having' received the type 
of letters on which this Investigation is predicated and doubts 
that these letters had been sent to individuals in this 
neighborhood as he feels that if they had been, he would have 
heard of It*

S. UNGER, Past Commander of American Legion 
Lexington -Post 108, 1£5 JSast 88th Street, New York City, 
advised he does not Tcnow the subject nor has he heard of the 
subject engaged In any political or other activities in this

Mr. "UNGER recalled that about five months ago 
he was approached by some individuals who were Interested in 
using the facilities of this post for meetings sponsored hy 
the Citizens Protective League.. ;He remarked that he could 
not specifically recall the reason for his refusal to permit 
these individuals' use of the facilities, and he believed 
it .must have been due to some information he had received that 
this organization had an unfavorable reputation. 

-SANS BELMtTCH VESSELS, .301' Bast 38th Street, 
New York City, advised that he has had a wide acquaintance 
with German Americans In 'the New York area but that 'he does 
not know the 'subject nor does he recall ever having heard 
of the subject's name* Mr. VESSELS .remarked that he is of 
the opinion that neither the subject or the citizens 
Protective League could possibly have any influence or worth- 
while following among the German Americans in this area for 
if such were the case he would be aware of this Xact* 
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Confidential Inf ormant T-5, of unknown relia- 
bility, advised that he does not know the subject personally 
but was acquainted with the subject's past activities* The 
informant described the subject as a person with "crackpot 
ideas, the former leader of "fringe" groups and generally 
considered to be associated with and a stooge of the Nazi 
Bund during the last war. 

The informant said that the last information 
he had r of the subject and the Citizens Protective League 
being active in this area was in December 1%$, at which time 
the subject was arrested in Queens County, New York, for 
riotous and unlawful assembly and was sentenced to six months 
in jail for this crime . 

Confidential Informant T-6, another Governmental 
agency, advised that the subject was one of the speakers at the 
National Renaissance Party meeting held at the York Avenue Cafe, 
£01 feast 8^th Street, flew York City, on May 8, 1951* "«ad that 
on the occasion of this meeting the subject referred to President 
TRUMAN as a "bankrupt haberdasher, a "Pendergast gangster' aiad 
an"s.o.b," The informant, stated that the latter reference to 
the President was repeated on three occasions by the subject. 

It -is to be noted that as recently as December 
1950 articles signed by the subject over the name of the 
Citizens Protective League and the National Renaissance Party, 
317 Bast ^th Street, New York .22, New York, appeared in the 
National Renaissance Bulletin published monthly at Beacon, New 
York, as the official organ of the .National Renaissance Party.

Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, 
advised that he has been unable to learn of any information 
regarding the subject which would indicate that the subject is 
sending letters to any one in this area whose sons have been 
killed in Korea. 

According to the informant, the subject is still 
active in the Citizens Protective League. The informant said, 
however, that since discontinuing the meetings of this 
organization at the York Avenue cafe, 1594 York Avenue, New 
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York City, in April 1952* the subject's public appearances 
have been limited to his activities as New York City Chairman 
of the national ^Renaissance Party. The informant stated that 
the national Renaissance Party has been [holding weekly street 
meetings since May 2, 1952, on the southeast corner of 8l4.th 
Street and York Avenue.

He said that the general theme of the speeches by 
MADOLE and other speakers has oeen in the nature of a 
criticism of this government's involvement in the Korean War, 
the pro-Communism of the United Nations and Communistic 
infiltrations in labor unions and industries in the United 
States. 

The informant advised that the ^meeting held on 
May 16, 1952, at which there were about fifty persons in 
attendance, .MADOLE vehemently oriticized the government 
asserting that President TRUMAN was a "Red Stooge" and that 
the alleged Korean War was not being given proper support 
due to the Red element in this government. 

This informant is of the opinion from personal 
observations of these meetings that the National Renaissance 
party does not have any real following or support. He 
stated that most of those persons In the audience consider 
the subject and MADOLE as being real "rabble rousers" and 
"troublemakers, " He stated that the speakers are constantly 
being heckled and ridiculed during the course of the meetings 
and that on more than one occasion the meetings have turned 
into a farce. 
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Confidential Informant T-2, of known reliability, 
advised that he has not received any Information regarding 
the subject that would indicate that the subject is the 
author of the letters on which this investigation is 
predicated. The informant stated, however, that the National 
"Renaissance Party in which the subject is active as Hew ITork 
City Chairman has distributed "throwaways" or handbills 
relative to this country *s participation in the Korean War. 
The informant made available a copy of one of these "throwaways" 
over the name of the National Renaissance Party of Beacon, New 
York, carrying the following caption: 

"Calling All American Nationalists! 

Help Drive The Red Traitors 
Out of Yorkvillei 

If the Best of Our Men Must Die At The 
Front In Korea, Lets Wipe Out The Red Vermin 
At Home) While Red Butchers Were Burning 
Wounded American Boys Alive At Chang j in 
Reservoir, our Traitorous Politicians And 
The Racial Minority Bloc Which Controls 
Them Afere Wining And Dining Bed Chinese 
Officials At The Waldorf t* 

Confidential informant T-3, another government 
agency which conducts intelligence Investigations, advised 
that the subject was one of the speakers at a meeting of the 
National Renaissance Party at the York Avenue Cafe, 1594 York 
Avenue, New York City, in April 1942. The informant stated 
that the subject started the meeting with his speech which 
in essence was the same old story that he keeps repeating 
at all of these meetings. According to the informant, the 
subject stated that "President TRUMAN has betrayed all of us 
for TRUMAN is a Jew stooge." The informant stated that the 
subject continued, saying "if this wasn't true, what was the 
United States doing In Korea." The informant stated that the 
subject was exceedingly dull in his speech, at times 
Incoherent and that he rambles from one subject, to another. 
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Confidential Informants T-lf and T-5, of known 
reliability;, advised that they have made a number of inquiries 
regarding the subject and Ms present activities, These 
Informants said that they were unable to learn of the subject 
or .anyone else sending letters of the type on which this 
Investigation is predicated. 

HELMUT VOLLMERi proprietor of.Geiger Restaurant, 
206 East 86th Street, New York City; and HANS JAEGER, 
Restaurateur, 1253 Lexington Avenue, New York City, both of 
whom are active and well acquainted in matters in the Yorkville 
Section of this City in which section the subject has been 
conducting his activities, advised that they have joade 
numerous inquiries from their friends and acquaintances and 
liave found no one who ;has received or heard of the subject 
sending letters to the parents and sons who have been jellied 
in Korea. 

Confidential informant T-6* of known reliability 
who was acquainted with activities in the neighborhood in 
which the subject resides at 317 East 54th Street, New York 
City, advised that he was unable to learn of any one who has 
received or heard of the subject sending letters similar to 
those on which this investigation is predicated. 

Mrs. PRANK JOST, proprietor of the Moaart Bar and 
Restaurant and Meeting Hall, at 328 East 86th Street, advised 
sometime during the week of April 28, 1952, she leased one 
of her meeting hall rooms to "the subject. Mrs. JOST stated 
on the occasion of the "meeting that the subject was the 
principal speaker and that there were about ten to fifteen 
people in attendance. She said that she observed practically 
all of this meeting and recalled MERTIG being radical in hia 
atatements> She advised that she could not recall the exact 
nature of the speech that he made. She .said that because of 
MERTIG' S radical expressions and the nondescript type of 
individuals that were present in the audience, she told MERTIG 
that she did not desire to allow him to continue holding 
meetings at these premises. Mrs. JOST .remarked ' that MERTIG 
.impressed jher as being the troublemaker- type of German -who is 
inclined to like to hear himself talk. 



Confidential informant T-7j of known reliability, 
advised that he could not furnish any information regarding 
the subject pertinent to this investigation.

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In connection with the latter publication, it JLs 
noted that glued to the back is a piece of paper with 
pencil printed anti-Negro statements. The writing was un- 
signed. 

The files of the Washington Field Office reflected 
the following references concerning the above publication:

Command, United States Army, Office of the Director, Intelli- 
gence Division, Standard Oil Building, Barton, Maryland, 
dated July 1, 19^3, listed KURT MERTIG, 317 East Skth Street, 
New York, as among the jpersons excluded from Defense Commands. 

A Chicago letter to the Bureau dated November 27,

This Is the 90th Issue of Gothic Ripples which has appeared at Intervals generally 
of three or four weeks since the date of No. 1, 2£nd June, 1945, except that when the 
Editor was in prison for eight months in 1947, there was, of course, a temporary lull !

We hold 
our own In these difficult times, but the Jew-wise public Is yet only a small section of the 
community among English. speaking peop^^AVe thjnk that the general awakening, when it 
comes, may be rather sudden; andftffeir^e \reat danger will be that leadership may be 
snatched from the grasp of the reany Jew- wise! by someone with Insufficient experience but 
plenty of self-confidence which may cause him jb lead his people slap Into some Jewish trap; 
or someone who cannot overcome a nat ural yeg nng towards " respectability " by takijng^lv 
measures Instead of drastic ones. TheTray enemy we really fear Is Respectability. By^ 
" Respectability " we mean disclaiming racial objection to Jews and having " many charm- 
ing Jewish friends". 



NO USE PRETENDING 

The state of affairs that has recently been 
revealed by events at Koje Island, Korea, 
brings us sharply up against the question of 
Jhe^jcgal quality of the American Army, in 
whichwt, as Allies, are so vitally interested. 
Such a sate of tumble-home rottenness and 
laissezjaire simply could not happen In the- 
Army. It occurred under the com- 
mand of General Ridgway, now Supreme 
Commander of N.A.T. forces In Europe; 
what else, we may reasonably ask. Is going 
to be allowed to fall to pieces In far more 
vital units than prfsoners-of-war camps? 

The best Americans are. equal to the best 
anywhere; but what proportion do these 
" best 99 find themselves now, either In the 
Army or outside It? They know just as well 
as we do, that America has been a racial 
melting-pot for a much longer period than 
Britain, or even of France. " All Is Race; 
there is no other Truth " (Disraeli, In Tan- 
cred. Book I, Chap. 14). The Koje Island 



affair Is conclusive evidence that Nordic 
standards cannot be maintained, even under 
" discipline " If the racial personnel of the 
Army Is not sound enough; what cracks, 
Indeed, Is the discipline Itself. We know 
quite well that at some future date, unless 
race Is recognised as the basis of politics, 
even our British Army would deteriorate 
like that; but it hasn't happened yet; let us 
therefore keep our defensive land forces on 
this side of the Channel, for if we Indulge 
In further continental adventures, we shall 
be let down as badly by our Allies as we 
were just before Dunkirk. If Germany is 
allowed to get an Army, the case will alter, 
as she could be a worthy aljy. The present 
position of Britain's defences Is ghastly: it 
Is all due to the original 1939 mistake, and 

1939 Jewish policy and throw in our lot 
with a revived Nazi Germany. Our enemies 
shout for Internationalism, meaning Anti- 
Nationaism; we recommend International 
Race Alliances against the Jew and his Bol- 
shevism.

' equals M and for the acceptance of them 
as normal citizens of this country. The 
propaganda meets with little opposition, 
since all the chief media for influencing what 
Is called "public opinion" are in Jewish 
control. 

In Australia, this sort of propaganda re- 
ceives no encouragement; the proximity of 
the big island to Asia has always stimulated 
a healthy race-consciousness among Austra- 
lians, and all parties agree to keep Australia 
white. 

It has always seemed queer to us how 
easily Jewish propaganda for race-mixture 
goes down among the people of Britain, for 
there must be few families here which have 
not had members who have travelled about 
the world and have seen for themselves how 
incapable the coloured people are of progress 
under their own steam. The Nigger needs 
us, but we don't need him over here; keep 
Britain white! 

In South Africa, the United Party, led by 
the Jews of the Torch Commando, is taking 
the nigger side against the Nationalists; no 
one need be surprised if all this Commando 
marching is taken by the Nationalists as a 
threat of force on a vital issue. Dr. Malan 
clearly made terms with the Jews on his 
advent to nominal power; now, surely, he 
must see that the way to deal with Jews (as 
with all other Asiatics) is to tell them "where 
they get off"; and we have anxiously awaited 
some sign that he will do so. In the Times, 
19th June* he is reported to have ended a 
message stressing the vital nature of the 
differences between the United Party and the 
Nationalists with the words "My last word 
Is a warning— Beware of Judas's kiss". 
That Is something; but we could wish that 
this had been his first word on coming Into 
power, for he has done little to educate his 
public on the Jew Menace and his silence 
has done him no good. , We can now hope 
that he will be forced Into a greater display 
of resolution on this matter, which we feel 
sure would result in the transfer of much 
voting strength from the Jewish United Party 
tojhe Nationalists.

I can state with 
assurance that the last generation of white 
children Is now being born. Our Control 
Commissions will, , in the interests of peace, 
forbid the whites to mate with whites. The 
white women must cohabit with members of 
the dark races, the white men with black 
women. Thus, the white race will disappear, 
for mixing the dark with the white means 
the end of the white, and our most danger- 
ous enemy will become only a memory. We 
shall embark upon an era of 10,000 years 
of peace and plenty, and our race will rule 
undisputed over the earth. Our superior 
Intelligence will easily enable us to retain 
mastery over a world of coloured peoples." 

Britain took a fresh step towards this goal 
at the end of May, when she guaranteed to 
send troops on to the Continent if any of 
the countries of the " European Army " were 
attacked, Britain's only change of salva- 
tion Is to retain her land-forces behind the 
English Channel, as we pointed out in 
Cothic Ripples. No. 69, p.l ; and 79 p.l.

.distribution of literature throughout -the TJn'lted states 
and abroad where it is reprinted by similar organizations. 
jSe stated the NRP leader and founder is JAMES H« MDOLE 
and its principal financial contributor is FREDERICK wEISS. 
.He said that at present the party membership is very small. 
The April, 19££, "National Renaissance Bulletin," the 
official NRP publication, listed headquarters at 10 West 
90th Street, New york City. 

The NRP was the subject of a preliminary report 
on neo-Fascist and hate groups prepared by the House 
Committee on TJn- American Activities on December 17, X9$kt 
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which stated that this neo-Faatflst group's activities 
and propaganda are clearly subversive. 

T-2 indicated on July 1$, 1953 that KtHT 
MBBTIG is a pro-German radical ^ho has been active 
in German organizations for the past fifteen years. 
He said that MBRTIG had been active in the NBP several 
years ago, but that illness .had -forced .him to cease 
his activities.

T-2 indicated on August 15, 195&* that MERTIG 
has not been at any recent meetings of the NRP and 
appears to be taking no active part in any political 
organization at this time.
